WASHINGTON, June 12 — <*— 
While the steel strike goes on the 
President and Congress play bean­ 
bag. 
The 
President 
tosses 
the 
President tosses the strike problem 
to Congress. 
Congress 
tosses 
it 
back. 
The President’s plea to Con 
gress was: Give me a law that 
can do something about a strike. 
So far the reaction seems to be: 
Stew in \oor own juice; you a1 
ready have a law. 
The President could use the Taft- 
Hartley act, which is .supposed to 
stop a strike for 80 days but it is 
questionable whether the steel—al­ 
ready on strike, would go back now 
even if ordered. 
But Truman says he doesn’t like 
T H. He says it’s a poor way to 
solve the problem. Philip Murray 
doesn’t like T H either. He's presi­ 
dent of the striking CIO Steelwork­ 
ers and a political ally of Truman. 
So Truman suggests Congress a 
brand new piece of legislation, giv­ 
ing him authority to seize the steel- 
jnills, just as he did without law ! 
before the Supreme Court told him 
last week to give them back. 
* * * 


BUT CONGRESS, or those mem­ 
bers of it who disagree with him or 
don’t like him or don’t like labor 
unions, have him over a bit of a 
barrel. Since T H does exist and 
hasn’t been tried they can tell him 
to try it before coming to them. 
If Truman had played this scene 
differently ^n the beginning—by us­ 
ing T H when a steel strike was 
first threatened last Jan. I —he'd 
have had Congress over a barrel, j 
If he had used T H, of course, 
there’s no telling how badly this 
might have fractured his friend­ 
ship with Murray or how many la­ 
bor votes it might have cost the 
Democrats. 
If he had used T H back in 
January to delay the strike 80 
days, once that time was up and 
there 
was no settlement, the 
workers could have struck. There 
was no other law to stop or delay 
them further. 
In that case Truman could have 
gone to Congress and said: 
See, 
T H didn’t work, so give me a law 
that will. 
Congress 
wouldn’t 
have 
been 
able to toss anything back at him 
then. He could have sat by, letting 
Congress stew in its own juice un­ 
til it finally gave him authority.

If congressmen had their way, 
there would be so many investiga­ 
tions that there probably wouldn’t 
be time left to pass any laws. 
Ninety-two proposals for inves­ 
tigations have been introduced in 
the House alone during the 82nd 
Congress. 
They range from a demand for 
an i n v e s tigation to determine 
vrtiether the gold reserve at Fort 
Knox, Ky., is intact to a proposal 
that a committee determine why 
President Truman made “inaccu­ 
rate statements” regarding the 
presence of Russians in Iran. 
A 
survey revealed the wide 
range of the proposals made by 
congressmen for investigate o n s. 
Since five members usually repre­ 
sent the minimum named to con­ 
duct a probe (normally ifs seven 
or more), it is questionable wheth­ 
er there would be enough mem- 
hers to fill the committees without 
duplication.

• 
EVERl’BODY hears about the 
investigations that actually get off 
the ground. There are the inves­ 
tigations of tax scandals, of Sen­ 
ator Joseph McCarthy (R,) Wis­ 
consin, of baseball, of the Justice 
department, etc. Now the House 
is investigating books and maga­ 
zines and radio and television pro­ 
grams. 
Rarely does the public hear, 
however, of the investigations that 
die a borning. They expire in the 
House rules committee, whose 12 
members have approved only a 
handful of the 92 demands for in­ 
vestigations.

which to conduct warfare on these 
two enemies, although ifs practic­ 
ally an all-season job. 
Sprays, dusts, poison baits and 
the reluctant hand of the gardener 
# are not the only means of reducing 
the insect, worm and caterpillar 
population. There are also a few 
predatory insects which the gar 
dener should learn to know and 
spare. Among them are the weird 
green praying mantis, the orange 
and black spotted lady bug and the 
dragon fly. Some of them devour 
insect pests, others dine on aphids. 
The gardener’s greatest natural 
ally, however, is the bird family, 
most of whom consume many times 
their weight in bugs in the course 
of a short period. All of which 
makes the hobby of attracting 
birds good business as well as a 
pleasure. 
• • • 


IT WOULD be impossible, in a 
short article, to run the gamut of I 
protective weapons. New chemical 
controls are appearing regularly, 
many of them highly lethal to 
friend and enemy alike when used 
unwisely. All of thcrd. and partic­ 
ularly those of the DDT family, 
should be used wisely, and the 
printed instructions followed to the 
exact letter. Extravagant use of 
some has resulted in death and 
crippling of birds and even family 
pets. 
For practical purposes, the in­ 
sect world may be divided into two 
parts: the chewing insects and the 
sucking insects. Chewing insects 
may be kept under rein by the use 
of sprays and dusts of poisons ; 
which kill by entering their stom­ 
achs. Sucking insects, which siphon 
off the vital plant juices, are best 
handled by chemicals which para 
lyze and smother on contact. 
Arsenate of lead is the best 
known of the stomach poisons, and 
combinations of pyrethrum and tor- I 
enone are effective on the sucking 
types. DDT an (bothers of the newly 
developed chemicals knock off both 
kinds.

in the bug battle, the basic essen-1 
tails would consist first of a dor­ 
mant spray—a miscible oil to be I 
applied to fruit trees, lilacs and 
other susceptible ornamental trees 
and shrubs a couple of weeks be­ 
fore the buds begin to burst. This 
is effective against any of the scale 
diseases and catches pests which 
winter over when they are most : 
vulnerable. 
There also should be nicotine sul­ 
fate, for aphis control; a rotenone 
pyrethrum preparation, and Bor­ 
deaux mixture for fungus growths. 
For those who grow gladiolus, or 
anything else attracting thrips, the 
bulbs may be treated with DDT be- 
fore planting. Red spider, which ap­ 


parency thrives on DDT, are best 
controlled with nicotine, reotnone 
or sulphur. 
Most gardeners use both a spray 
gun and a duster for applying the 
chemicals. The dust should be ap­ 
plied when the plants are dewy or 
wet so the powder will stick. In 
any event,' pay more attention to 
getting the control materials on the 
under side of the leaves than on 
the tops, for it is underneath where 
most of the enemies hide out. 
Slugs and snails respond best to 
poison bait, but be sure to renew 
it 'after a rain. 


Japanese beetles are discouraged 
if the ground is infiltrated with a 
milky spore preparation—a sort of 
special anti-beetle germ warfare. 
The alternatives are DDT and 
handpicking them from the best 
blooms every morning when they 
are dull and slip unprotesting into 
a mason jar half-filled with water 
and a couple of teaspoonsful! of 
kerosene'or motor oil.
